Hannah took to the White 
House late yesterday a list of 
lawyers who yould be accept- 
able to the six commission 
members for the key job of 
Staff director. 

"No announcement of a direc- 
tor was forthcoming, however. 
The selection of Storey for the 
vice chairmanship was dis- 
closed at Gettysburg, Pa., where

‘Ozark farmer to choose a habitat 
of his own liking, a right so valiant- 
ly defended in this column by the 
editor of the McDonald County 
Press at Noel, Mo., imposes réal- 
istic limitations. He-must eat. 


The small Ozark farm, with its 
ancient and eroded soil, has long 
been a trap for innocents. City 
people particularly are easily per- 
suaded to buy and settle on some 
rocky ridge. They expect to find 
abundance and tranquility. Of 
course, they find neither. To me 
their gullibility is pathetic. 

About me live experienced up- 
land farmers with 150 acres of 
rather fertile soil who by diligence 
and thrift cannot provide for a fam- 
ily of four or five children on farm 
income alone. My town in a typical 
farm area has by prudent fore- 
sight financed reliable factories 
where jobs are to be had by our 
small farmers. 

Let’s face preponderant evidence: 
The small farmer on poor land has 
no more chance of survival than 
the one-room school and the rural 
blacksmith. His sub-marginal soils 
are unworthy of regeneration ex- 
cept for pasturage and forests, and 
they require large ownership units. 

As one of Editor Pogue’s Ozark 
farmers, may I agreé/that logic is 
cold and inhuman?

One of the most striking things about the year 
that has just closed was the great addition to the 
world's population that came with it. Growing 
at the fastest rate in history, population rose by 
nearly 45,000,000 in this one year, according to 
the Population Research Bureau. The number 
of people in the world now totals more than 
2,700,000,000. That is approximately twice as 
many as there were a half century ago. 

With this population rise come many problems, 

Prof. Karl Sax of Harvard University, one of 
the scientific students of the subject, has written 
a book to which he gives the title, “The Popula- 
tion Explosion.” When the Swedish sociologist, 
Gunnar Myrdal, presented his Godkin lectures 
at Cambridge, Mass., he called them, “Popula- 
tion: A Problem for Democracy.” 
_ The problems include those of large move- 
ments of population. Newsweek has made a study 
of movements of peoples in the United States 
and reports these statistics: 

Since 1940, about 3,000,000 Negroes have left 
the South for other parts of the country. While 
in 1900 only 10 per cent of the Negroes lived 
in the North or West, today 40 per cent do.

St. Louis, according to Urban League figures 
released in November, apparently will owe its 
population rise in the 1960 cénsus to the risé in 
the Negro population. The Urban League sets 
the 1957 Negro community in St. Louis at 250,- 
000, an increase of 96,000 since the last federal 
census. 

The figures given in the table should be quali- 
fied in one respect. For all practical purposes, 
éach of the urban aréas named is far larger than 
the population figure shows. For example, St. 
Louis is an urban center of some 1,600,000 popu- 
lation, of whom 862,000 live within the corporate 
limits of the city proper. Accordingly, the Negro 
percentage of the larger total is and will be 
much smaller than that shown.

Nevertheless, it remains true that most of the 
Negro migration is concentrated in the central 
cities. One of the urban problems to be faced 
is how to discourage such concentration and to 
encourage dispersal instead. 

In every large city there should be regular 
meetings between representatives of the white 
and Negro communities to work on common 
problems. Detroit has led the way in this re- 
gard. An inter-racial group of some 35 of its 
business leaders, under John S. Coleman, presi- 
dent of Burroughs Corp., has been settling dis- 
putes quietly behind the scenes for several years. 

But much more is needed than a group to 
settle disputes when they arise. The greater 
need is for men and women to sit down and plan 


the future of their community in terms of such *‘ 


matters as equitable employment policies, crime 
control; public héalth and welfare services, héus- 
ing, education, relief, recruitment of police and 
fire department members and civil servants in 
general. 

A great responsibility is confronting the Negro 
communities in the large cities for the provision 
of able, progressive, constructive political lead- 
ers. The Negro populations do not by any means 
bear this responsibility alone. 

St. Louis has distinguished itself in its suc- 
cess in de-segregating its public school system. 
City officials, members of Civic Progress, Inc., 
the Chamber of Commerce, Urban League, 
N.A.A.C.P., educational, labor and civic groups 
all have positive, serious, éarnest work to do in 
this wider field.

Some Pages of Bright Words 

Among the most exciting publications of 
belles lettres are New World Writing, published 
by the New American Library under its Mentor 
imprint, and Botteghe Oscure, a biannual pub- 
lished in Rome. New World Writing, which styles 
itself avant garde, is unusual: for a commercial 
venture, it goes far in basing its choices on mérit 
regardless of saleability. The result is a series 
of anthologies of stories, essays, poems, drawings 
and plays which no one interested in keeping up 
with the best of what is being written today 
should want to miss. 

As New World Writing is unusual, Botteghe 
Oscure is unique. Princess Marguerite Caetani, 
a Connecticut girl who went to Europe to study 
singing with Jean de Reszke and married an 
Italian composer who was a godson and piano 
student of Franz Liszt, is its editor and owner. 
Now 76, she has been literally a godsend to

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Moscow Sideshow at Cairo 
The contrasts between the Asian-African con- 
ference just ended at Cairo and thé first one at 
Bandung in 1955 are so striking that there is 
danger the West may shrug off the Egyptian 
meeting and its implications. 


It is true that the Cairo conference was un- ~ 


official and non-governmental, that it was arti- 
ficially engendered and artfully rigged, and lu- 
dicrous, frenzied and propagandistic through 
out—yet it had méaning for many of the 


1,800,000,000 people who inhabit the Asiat- | 


African lands that stretch from the North Pa- 
cific to the South Atlantic. 

Col. Nassér and the Communist agents skill- 
fully stage-managed the feverish drama in which 
“eblonialism” and “impérialism” were draggéd 
about thé stage for a week. This appealed 
strongly to the 400 delegatés from the 42 coun- 
tries and coloniés, a few of whom were frowned 
outcasts back home. That is not 
strangé if, as reported, many of them are pri- 
marily interestéd in é@stablishing a network of 
Communism that will includé all Asia and Afri- 
ca And the Pacific islands. Nor is it strange 
that the 18-point agenda was réminiscént of the 
Communist Peace Manifesto signed in Novem- 
ber by the 64 countries répresented at the Mos- 
cow conference. 

The Asian-African foreign and prime ministers 
who mét at Bandung were official delegates 
struggling to achieve unity of purpose. Soviet 
Russia was not on the list of those invited. So 
Moscow did score heavily by getting in on the 
Cairo conférence and by managing it in all its 
phases. The Russian spokesman’s promise: “We 
are prepared to help you as brother helps 
brother, without motive,” must have had heavy 
appeal. i 

It does little good to point out that we have 
given Asia $7,600,000,000 and Africa $300,000,000 
in aid since 1948. It is up to us and our Wéest- 
ern Allies to take positive action that will con- 
vincé those who havé been deceived by the 
Cairo conferéncé that fréédom is préferable to 
all that Communism can offer.

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For Reasonable Men 

President Eisenhower purposely dramatized 
the importance of the new Civil Rights Commis- 
sion by holding a White House conference with 
the group after it was sworn in. The President 
aassured the six members of his support and 
of enough money to do their work, and there- 
upon indicated he would follow a “hands-off” 
policy. 

This was certainly the wisest course for Mr. 
Eisenhower to follow. The whole purpose of the 
new commission is to lift civil rights above poli- 
tics and regional partisanship, and to find the 
facts which should speak for themselves. 


The chairman, President John A. Hannah of 
Michigan State University, was asked if he 
thought a commission divided between three 
Democrats, two Republicans and an independent, 
or between three Southerners and three North- 
erners, including a Negro, could come to any 
agreement. “I think they will get along very 
well,” Dr. Hannah replied; “they are all able 
men.” 

The task ofthese imen is to investigate com- 
plaints of the denial of the basic right to vote, 
and to review any other developments on what 
they find by Sept. 9, 1959. They will, in short, 
be dealing with facts, not with theories. And 
reasonable mén surély should be able to agree 
when 4 right granted to all Americans is denied 
to any one of them. There should be no Demo- 
cratic or Republican, no Northern or Southern 
view of the suppression of a legally-guaranteed 
liberty.

Illinois State Auditor Elbert S. Smith has 
acted in the best interests of the people of IIli- 
nois in obtaining the help of Attorney General 
Castile in a suit to recover nearly a half million 
dollars in accounting fees paid out by ex-Audi- 
tor Orville E. Hodge. The suit for $467,201 
filed in Cireuit Court in Springfield, is against 
Edward A. Epping and his former partner, Fred 
M. Mersinger of East St. Louis. 

Epping is in prison on. a.fdur to five year 
term -on his plea ef guilty to conspiring to steal 
more than $637,000 from the taxpayers of Illi- 
nois. But his imprisonment will not restore 
any sums improperly paid eut as accounting 


fees under possible conflict of interest condi- 


tions. This takes a separate suit. If Auditor 
Smith and Attorney General Castle are con- 
vinced that Epping and Mersinger and the Mer- 
singer firm received fees that were not genuine, 
then the place to settle the question is in a 
court of law. 

It soon will be two yéars since the Hodge 
scandals broke over Illinois... But however long 
it takes, responsible officials should continue 
their efforts until fullest possible restitution 
has been made, all the guilty are punished and 
protective steps taken to prevent such lootings 
of the public treasury in the future.

Harvard economist approves plan of Committee for Eco 
nomic Development to move millions off farms; says many 
part-time farmers can stay where they are; Congress seen as 
most likely to view question in terms of voter reaction.

The overriding economit problem of 
American agriculture’ is the low in- 
come of 2,700,000 of its farmers, large- 
ly but by no means altogether in the 


«South, defined in the Committee on 


\Bconomic Development statement as 
having sales of farm products of less 
than $2500 a year. These 2,700,000 sell 
only 9 per cent of the nation’s farm 
products. 

The overriding political problem is 
that of the remaining 2,000,000 who 
produce the 91 per 
cent. It is the farm- 
ers of this group 
and their spokes- 
men in Congress 
who are demand- 
ing higher support 
prices. Yet even at 
present prices, with- 
out rigorous produc- 
tion controls, they 
produce more and 
more. Winter wheat 
seedings this year, 
for example, were 
close to the pre- 
soil Dank level. The 
1958 wheat crop, 
therefore, is expected to be up by 28 
per cent over the 1957 crop. The yield 
per acre will be up too—by two bush- 
els more per acre than this year. 

Why do they increase planting at 
this rate? Because they make more 
money by producing more even at 
present prices. The great surge in the 
use of more power and machinery, 
more commefcial fertilizers and other 
new technology that started during thé 
jast war is still continuing.

bring in from outside. 

There is no record of the real in- 
come of the other half of the 2,700,000 
who are listed by the census as regu- 
lar commercial farmers, for they may 
work as many as 99 days a year off 
the farm and earn up to half their in- 
come on the outside without that be- 
ing counted in their farm income. 


Frequently there is still more in- 
come brought in by other members of 
the family with jobs in town. These 
people, in many cases, don’t want to 
and don't need to move off the farm, 


Will They Vote for Cut?, 


Also it must be kept in mind that a 
large fraction of the 2,700,000 farmers 
are too old to shift to a new occupa- 
tion, or too easy-going, to use mild lan- 
guage, to be ready to make such a 
drastic. change. 

And surely such an undertaking 
should not be pushed too hard. The 
farm population has been declining at 
an average rate of 800,000 a year since 
1949. At this rate, it wiJl be down to 
5 per cent of the national total before 
1975. 

It should be obvious from what has 
already been stated that the C.E.D.’s 
proposal for gradual reduction of price 
supports to a level that will not under- 
write excess output is entirely reason- 
able. 

Whether a voting majority of the 


_2,000,000 better-income farmers would 


vote for lowering price supports in 
preference to rigorous marketing quo- 
tas for all crops—15 of them, plus 
probably all meats and dairy and poul- 
try products, according to a plan that 
will be put up to Congress—is highly 
uncértain. 


Cust bandas’ Well as Bad 


Whether the members of Congress 
will vote to lower price supports rather 
than impose strict marketing quotas is 
another question. A best guess is that 
they will not, even though the farm- 
ers might. Most of the ‘Congressmen 
will figure that they will lose more 
votes by going against those who want 
high price supports than by voting the 
other way. 

Finally, if the nation really wants 
to take land out of crop production as 
a way of reducing output, we will have 
to rent or buy, not just the land being 
farmed by the low-income families pro- 
ducing 9 per cent of the output, but 
some of the farms that are producing

rights situation with instruc- | 
tions to make its recommenda- | 
tions to the club owners. 

The committee consisted of 
Cleveland General Manager | 
Frank Lane, Cincinnati Gener- 
al Manager Gabe Paul, Mil-| 
waukee President Joe Cairnés 
and Chicago White Sox attor-— 
ney Leo Egan. 

Acceptance of the commit- 
tee’s recommendations would 
mean the death of the present 


rule of franchise shifts, which |

reads: 
major league shall not be 
changed to include any city in | 
the other circuit except by the | 
unanimous consent of the clubs | 
in both leagues.” 

In other words, under the | 
present rule, one club can aa 
vent either league from bring- | 
ing a new team into one of its 
cities. Under the committee’s 
recommendation, a major 
league club desiring to trans-| 
fer to a big league area with | 
a 2,000,000 population would 
have to obtain consent only 
from its own league.

The recommendations could 
possibly make two-team cities 
out of Los Angeles, Philadel- 
phia, Detroit and New York, 
along with Chicago, and would 
condemn the Polo Grounds.

Possibilities Under Plan. 

The committee also recom- 
mended that the rule. be 
amended to limit any city to 
two major league clubs.

HERE IS the substance of a 
letter from Mrs. T. C. Green, 
who asks for facts about cotton- 
tail rabbits: 

“I would like some itnforma- 
tion about cottontails. Are 
their eyes closed at birth? How 


fi old are they when their eyes 


start to open, and when do 
their eyes open completely? At 
what age do they start to walk? 
What do they eat?” 


COTTONTAILS are born 
with their eyes closed. On the 
average (but not always) the 
eyes start to open on the sixth 
or seventh day of life. The eye- 
opening process takes at least 
one day and sometimes two 
days. 


By the time the eyes are 
open, the little ones start to 
move on their feet. Quickly 
they learn to hop. 


A newborn cottontall usually 
weighs less than two ounces. It 
has a bare skin, but the fur 
grows out during the following 
10 days. 

Mother rabbits give milk to 
their young for two or three 
weeks, but the little ones start 
going outside at the age of 12 
or 14 days. 


COTTONTAILS range from 
southern Canada to Mexico. 
In Canada they are somewhat

rare except in the southern 
parts of Ontario and Saskatche- 
wan. 

In sections with long, snowy 
winters, cottontails are born 
in spring, summer and fall. 
One mother may have three 
or four broods in a season. 
Usually a brood has five or 
six members. 

By the time they are three 
weeks old, young cottontails 
give up their “baby ways” and 
leave the nest completely. At 
first they prefer green sprouts, 
but at length they take on the 
complete diet of the adults. 

Cottontails are fond of clover 
and other plants of the grass 
family. They also like chick- 
weed and goldenrod, along with 
the leaves and fruits of many 
bushes and trees. In winter 
their food is made up largely 
of pine needles and the wood 
and bark of various trees.
